Braeuels Allege Mrs. 
Zwingmann Was Unduly In- 
fluenced to Favor the 
Josephine.

Upon-the allegation that undue influ- 
ence and duress were used to cause Mrs. 
Anna Zwingman to bequeath her $60,000 
estate to the Josephine Hospital, 1630 
South Grand avenue, John 
Braeuvuel and Pau! Braeuel, brothers of 
Mrs. Zwingmann, bave filed suit in the 
Circuit Court to break the will. 

The suit names as defendants the Rev. 
John F.' Reuther, pastor of the Holy 
Family Catholic Church, the Josephine 
Hospital and Dr. Frank J. Lutz, house 
surgeon and manager of the hospital. 
It charges that the will cut Mrs. Zwing- 
mann’s brothers off with $50 a month 
each, which they are to forfeit if they 
contest the will. 

She Dies at the Hospital, 

Mrs. Zwingmann died at the hospital 
April 19, after an illness of nine months. 
She was 77 years old. For years she 
had lived in a cottage in East St. Louis, 
most of her immediate neighbors sup- 
posing she was poor. It developed that 
she owned several valuable pieces of 
real estate in East St. Louis, the rental 
of which brought her a good income. 

Paul Braeuel, who is living in humble 
circumstances at 710 Cass avenue, wept 
Tuesday when he discussed the affair 
He de- 
clared that both he and his brother, 
who lives near Collinsville, Ill., are too 
old to work, and that they had been Jed 
to believe their sister would make cotm- 
fortable provision for their declining 
dayx. 

His sister became ill in August, he 
said. Less than thri2e weeks before her 
death she put herself under the care of 
Dr. Lutz in the Josephine Hospital. 

The petition,.< #h was filed May 17 
by Jones, - yYHocker & Davis, as 
attorneys “4 contestants, charges 
that at the cg Mrs. Zwing rann made 
ner last will 8de was-not of sound and 
disposing mind, that she was unduly in- 
fluenced by Dr. Lutz and that she did 
not know what she was doing when sne 
made the will. 

Lutz Made Executor. 

The testament creates a trust fund 
and names Lutz executor without bond. 
The remainder over the $50 each month- 
ly to her brothers is to go for the bene- 
fit of the hospital and is to be known 
as the “Anne Zwingmann , HPndowment 
Fund."" The will was signed by D. E. 
Hochdoerfer and H. J. Rosendranz as 
witnesses. 

Dr, Lutz refused to make a statement 
about the suit. He has retained Morton 
Jourdan as attorney. 

Father Reuther is named a _ co-de- 
fendant because the will provides that 
$500 shall go to him for masses for Mrs. 
Zwingmann,

After hearing the testimony of Mrs. 
Mathilde Cramer of the Russco apart- 
ments, Russell and Compton avenues, 
in her suit for a divorce from G. Adolph 
Cramer, son “f a wealthy dry plate 
manfacturer, Tuesday afternoon, Judge 
Grimm questioned Mrs. Cramer. 

“You have testified that your husband 
was indifferent and that he deserted 
you,” he said. “The Court must deter- 
mihe whether it was your fault or his 
that you separated. The Court cannot 
grant a divorce simply because someone 
asks forit. wid you do all you could to 
make your husband happy?” 
| Mrs. Cramer was visibly embarrassed. 
She seemed about to cry. 


Says She Gave Cash to Him. 
After some hesitation she said: “I 


tried to make him happy. There is 
something I didn’t want to tell unless 
it became necessary. I inherited $50,000 
from my father, who died in Chicago a 
year before my marriage in 1902. I 
turned over nearly all of this money to 
my husband and he spent it. He was 
fond of horse races. After he spent 
my money he became indifferent.”’ 

Mrs. Cramer testified that for about 
six months before the separation in 
March, 1911, she and her husband were 
not on speaking terms. They then lived 
at 3550A Pestalozzi street. 

Cramer, she said, was a_ traveling 
salesman for his father’s company. Usu- 
ally when he went out of town he took 
only a part of his wardrobe with him. 
When he deserted her, she testified, he 
took all of his personal belongings with 
him. 

Mrs. Cramer testified that her hus- 
band beloned to no clubs, but was fond of 
playing .billards. When they spent 
& summer at Valley Park; she said, he 
frequentty went antemobiling with men 
friends and stayed out all night. She 
said she did not think he was fond of 
other women. 

When asked if she wanted alimony 
Mrs. Cramer replied that she, did not. 
Her attorney, Philip Haberman, ex- 
plained that her husband had turned 
over to her 15 shares of the,stock of the 
G. Cramer Dry Plate Co. with a par 
value of $15,000, and a probable actual 
value of $30,000. — 

Custody of the children, caine Marie, 
8, and Augusta Charles, .6,. was awarded 
to Mrs. Cramer. She testified that their 
grandfather, Gustav -Cramer, is very 
fond of them. 

Cramer is to have the children from 
Friday evening to Sunday evening each 
week and is to be permitted to take 
them with him on his vacation four 
weeks each summer.

Tells Senate He Hopes Sad Spec-

SHINGTON, May. 21.—Senator 


Stone of Missouri today carried out his 
purpose of addressing t Senate on 
“The Modern Damon and Pythias and 
Correlated Subjects Pertaining to Cur- 
rent Politics.”’ . 

“Mr. -President,’”’ he said, “any man 
having even a meager knowledge of an- 
cient lore will recall the story of Damon 
and Pythias and the story of David and 
Jonathan. A few years ago the Ameri- 
can people and the civilized world were 
given to understand that here in our 
own dear country we had a reproduction 
of these glorious traditions of the far- 
distant past. 

‘“‘We were led to believe that the com- 
bined and consolidated spirit of Damon 
and Jonathan had come out of their ha- 
ven of rest and taken refuge in the cor- 
pus of Theodore Roosevelt, and that the 
combined spirits of David and Pythias 
bad in like manner come to rest on the 
ample bosom of William Howard Taft. 
Thus in happy conjunction, both of 
of these old stories of ancient lore and 
love were reproduced here in this new 
world of ours for the edification and 
uplifting of the human race.” 


Calls It War to the Knuaife. 
Stone, amid laughter, said it had been 


a case of ‘“‘two souls with but a single 
thought; two hearts that beat as one,” 
until ‘“‘the slimy and poisonous serpent 
of ambition crawled across the path 
they were walking and divided them. 
Both had tested the bitter sweet of 
power and liked it overmuch. Both 
were tempted and both fell. ‘So in- 
stead of peace we have had war,’ the 
senator continued; 
and knives to the hilt. As a consequence 
of this ferocious

in politics without parallel) in the his- 
tory of our country, 
voutly hope will not be again repeated.”’ 

Senator Stone referred to Senator La 
Follette’s participation in the campaign 
and continued: 

‘Mr. President, passing over the per- 
sonal and party aspects of this miser- 
able squabble, is it not truly a sad spec- 
tacle we are witnessing? These world- 
famed Republican leaders have been for 
months eircling the country, abusing 
each other like pickpockets in language 
akin to the vernacular of a fish market} 
or even something worse.’’ 

‘The world outside looks on aghast 
and the press and reading public of Eu- 
rope, and of all enlightened nations ev- 
erywhere criticise, cartoon, 
taunt.’’ 


“East Word” at Chicago. 
To the amusement of the Senate, Sen- 


ator Stone read at some length sam- 
ples “of the polite exchanges of com- 
pliments’” among the three Republican 
candidates. 

He said he must grant that President 
Taft, “innately a gentleman,” evident- 
ly was reluctant and slow to enter upo 
“this ruffian fight.’’ He asserted, how- 
ever, that the last word in “this black 
chapter of American history,” would 
be written at Chicago. 

“T gay, last chapter,’’ he added, 
cause I cannot believe that after this 
storm of strife and exposures. the 
American electorate will consent to re- 
turn the Republican party to power.” 

He concluded with a statement that 
the Democratic candidates were con- 
ducting themselves with dignity and a 
sense of propriety.

The cruiser Isla de Luzon, upbound 
for St, Louis, where it is to reinforce 
the Huntress for use of.the Missouri 
Naval Reserves, steamed past Jeffer- 
soh Barracks at 1:45 p. m.

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KING ad QUEEN Sf BELGIUM. 
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Three Subjects Accused of Slan- 
edr in Action Brought by 
Monarch. 





BRUSSELS, May. 21.—The sinister 
report that the Queen: of the Belgians 


had shot and killed a young chamber- 
maid in whose company she discovered 
the King, has resulted in King Albert 
bringing slander suits against three 
of his subjects. 

The home life of the King and Queen 
Elizabeth has within the last few weeks 
been almost the sdle topic of conversa- 
tion in the capital. 

So far as ta Known this ts the only 
instance where a reigning sovereign has 
been the instigator of criminal proceed- 
ing against his own subjects, in a cause 
in which the King himself held that he 
was the injured party. 

A semi-official announcement, set- 
ting forth the circumStances of the 
prosecution, has been issued in this 
form: 

“Since a recent garden party held 
at Lacken, caluminous rumors have 
been put in circulation concerning the 
private life of the royal family. 

“It was even declared that on the 
day of the garden party the Queen of 
the Belgians surprised King Albert in 
the company of a chambermaid and 
that the Queen shot the woman dead 
with a revolver. 

“King Albert had no knowledge of 
these -reports, although for several 
days military Officers attached to the 
court had learned of them by tele- 
phone calls both from ‘Belgium and 
abroad. 

» “After eoneuTtatinn: it was decided 
to acquaint the King with the report. 
His Majesty was astonished and very 
indignant. He decided to prosecute 
the authors of the reports and all 
Persons repeating them. 

“Criminal proceedings were instt- 
tuted this afternoon before the King’s 
Procurator.” 

The stories have taken three forms. 
According to the first, the Queen sur- 
prised the King in the company of a 
(hambermaid and killed the latter. Ac- 
cording to the second, the Queen fired 
upon the King, while the third report 
makes it appear as if the Queen merely 
threatened the chambermaid. ° 

The King’s private secretary, in a 
statement, said:

A. M. Dockery Praises Women’s 
President for Furnishing Rooms 
in Lodge Home. 





Four thousand men and women from 
all parts of Missouri attended the con- 
ventions of the Grand Lodge of Odd 
Fellows and the assembly of Rebekah 
Lodges in St. Louls Tuesday. The con- 
vention of the grand lodge is being held 
in the Odd Fellows’ Building and that 
of the Rebekah Lodges in the Imperial 
Theater, at Tenth and Pine streets.

Allie E. Foundstone of Joplin, who has 
been secretary 14 years, is scheduled for 
re-election without opposition, 

The corridors of the Imperial Theater 
were crowded with women delegates 
while the credentials committee of the 
lodges was passing on their quaifica- 
tions as delegates. 

Ww. Oo. L. Jewett of Shelbina was ge- 
lected to preside at the joint memorial 
service. 

A banquet was arranged for the visit- 
ing delegates Wednesday night. One of 
the questions puzzling the local com- 
mittee is how to handle the banquet. 

There is not a hotel in St. Louis 
with capacity for one-third of the 
guests. It was said by a member of 
the reception committee that the ban- 
quet would be held at half a dozen of 
more hotels and restaurants, and that 
the overflow would be taken care of in 
the private dining rooms of the hotels.

BILLS UP TO HOUSE 


Council to Indorse Reber Ap- 
proach and Proposition That 
City Pay Crossing Damages. 





REPORTS TO BE. FRIDAY 


Grade Crossing Bill Calls for 
Abolition of Nine in Forest 
Park District. 





The Public Improvements Committee 
of the Council will report favorably next 
Friday afternoon on two ordinances 
calling for the abolition of nine grade 
crossings and providing that the city 
pay the consequential damages. It will 
also report favorably on the Reber ap- 
proach to the free bridge on the east 
side of the river, with an elevated 
extension over the Terminal Belt tracks. 

This became known Tuesday after a 
conference of Mayor Kreismann, Presi- 
dent Gundlach and Councilmen Lehm- 
berg and Protzmann, members of the 
committee. 

Passage Is. Predicted. 

The bills, it is said, will be passed 
immediately after being reported fa- 
vorably and will at once be sent to the 
House of Delegates. The administration 
hit upon this plan in order to place full 
responsibility for any further delays on 
the House. 

A special election to vote $2,500,000 of 
bonds to complete the bridge will also 
be approved by the Council. 

The grade-crossing bills to be passed 
call for the abolition of the Terminal 
crossing at Union avenue and for the 
elimination of eight crossings of the 
Wabash and Rock Island roads north of 
Forest Park. 

How Delegates Stand. 

When a poll of the House of Dele- 
gates was made by Post-Dispatch re- 
porters recently about half the members 
said they were not opposed to the city 
paying the consequential damages inci- 
dent to grade crossing elimination. 

Most of the members have expressed 
themselves as opposed to the Reber free 
bridge approach.

ADVERTISING NEED 


Scrugg’s President Tells Conven- 
tion It Prevents Waste and 
Benefits Public. 


“BRINGS RIGHT PRICES” 
Von Hoffman and Berry Adver- 


tise St. Louis by Dropping Cir- 
culars From Balloon.

DALLAS, Tev., May 21.—M. L. Wil- 
kinson, president of Scruggs, Vander- 
voort & Barney Dry Goods Co. of St. 
Louis was the principal speaker at to- 
day’s .session of the national conver- 
tion of Advertising Clubs of Americs. 


ing. 

He said he thought advertising for re- 
tail trade should be handled locally, :tn- 
stead of being sent from one office to 
all sections of the country. He ex- 
plained that in each locality 
vertising should be left to the mana- 
ger there, as the conditions for any 
business varied vastly in different 
communities. He did not want it under- 
stood, however, that he was attempting 
to deprecate the value of the adver- 
tising manager. 

“My thought,’’ said he, “is entirely 
for the ad man’s benefit, that it may 
aid his department by giving it proper 
and adequate support. I feel certain 
there are many, who, from the inef- 
fective advertising they do, could not 
consistently approve of this subject, 

Cites Need of Support. 
‘‘Personally, I believe the greatest 
assistance to direct success in advertis- 
ing today rests in the hands and ability 

of the men backing your effort. 

“We often hear it stated that an ad- 
vertising man breaks or makes an in- 
stitution. I want to tell you, in my 
mind, more advertising men are ruined, 
yes, men in every position, by lack of 
intelligent support than by so-called 
poor work. 

‘Your department is so closely allied 
with general conditions of the organiza- 
tion that without the greatest degree of 
co-operation, your work is doubled and, 
in most instances lost, and so with the 
man or men behind the man with the 
pencil; they must co-operate or adver- 
tising is a failure.’’ 

Wilkinson then reviewed the advertis- 
ing end, the practical end, the reproduc- 
tion of the copy in the newspapers. He 
thought that every salesman should be 
prepareti to acquaint the buyer with the 
goods advertised. 

“We must remember that the goods 
last longer than the price, and the 
responsibility of the retailer does not 
cease until the article has given full 
value,”” said Wilkinson. “The retailer 
that has stood the test in a community, 
five to 75 vears, should be of a value 
to any commodity that he will indorse. 
If an institution has stood the rough 
voyage and anchored safely, in a com- 
munity that handles your article, it 
gives prestige to the samé, as you dre 
well aware. If you co-operate with the 
retailer in his local advertising you gain 
on every hand; first, by persona] in- 
dorsement; second, if by circular, a per- 
sonality unobtainable otherwise; third, 
if by néwspaper, you have the combina- 
tion of personality and indorsement, be- 
sides reaching far out into rural dis- 
tricts, making a new clientele of the 
village merchant, who stocks the article 
and sends the wave on to the four 
corners.

Show me the 
merchant that pays an extra price for 
his merchandise, the man that depends 
upon some one to create the demand and 
expects you to stimulate and advance 
his sales and I will show you the man 
that the manufacturer, wholesaler and 
advertiser will shun. But show me the 
man that !s moderate with his national 
advertising, one who co-operates with 
the retailer, and I can prove by his 
growth and development, that it is the 
intillegent way to advertise. 
In Close Touch With People. 

“Further, the ‘co-operative advertiser’ 
is in closer touch with the consumer of 
the community, meets the demands bet- 
ter and keeps his standard of merchan- 
dise high. 

“Now, as to how we Can co-operate: 
First: Permanent values, articles worth 
the price and not inflated by an ad- 
vertising account. 

“Second, intelligent distribution, as it 
is far from a wise plan to attempt the 
same mediums and ways in all com- 
munities and different grades of distrib- 
utors.

Again, we find the 
whole consideration is how many can 
we sell? Far better, if more considera- 
tion were given to its construction and 
meets, 

“We receive yearly thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of literature, signs, forms, 
rubber stamps and various devices that 
are utterly useless. This is a reckless 
waste of your trust. All these condi- 
tions run fast into the high cost of liv- 
ing, and is as injurious to the advertis- 
ing department as to the proprietor, and 
serious to the retailer, and above all, 
the public. Par better, a ‘co-operative 
spirit,’ and a plan by which such waste 
will be stopped, and results for the ben- 
efit of manufacturer, wholesaler, retail- 
er and the public reached. - For a while,

Name of Davis Is Caught. 


PURSUED BY LOAN SHARKS |}, 


Declares He Could Not Resist 
When He Saw Girl Cashier 
With Bills in Bank Book. 





“Edward Davis,” held for snatching 
$294 in bills from Miss Rose Stille, cash- 
ier for a Wellston grocery, admitted to 
reporters at the city hospital Tuesday 
that he is William Shields of 5352 Pat- 
fton avenue. He excused the robbery 
with the plea that he did it to save his 


wife and three little children from}. 


hunger, 
‘While he was telling his story, Mrs. 
Shields and the three. children, William, 


12 years old; Fred, 10, and Myrtle, 5..}. 


were walking from their home ‘to the 
Page Boulevard Police Station to ask 
for help in finding Shields, 

When Mrs. Shields, at the station. was 
told of the robbery and given a descrip- 
tion of *‘Davis,’’ she said: 

“That must be my husband. We had 
been practically without food since Sun- 
day and he left home yesterday morn- 
ing saying he was going to get some- 
thing to eat and would not come back 
without it.”’ 

Loan Sharks Pursue Him. 

Shields ‘said his troubles began two 
‘years ago when he got interested in an 
automobile contest being conducted by 
a@ newspaper in Chicago, where he was 


a salesman for a lumber company at a. 


salary of $100 a month. He bought sub- 
scriptions, he said, until he was in debt. 
[Then he fell into the hands of loan 
sharks. They got him into such straits, 
he said, that he quit his job Feb, } of 
this year and brought his family to 8t. 
Louis. 

Since then, he said, his earnings have 
not amounted to much more than $20, 
In order to keep his Chicago creditors 
from troubling him, Shields said he gave 
his name as Edward Davis, although his 
children were sent to school under the 
name of Shields. 

Shields declared he had pawned nearly 
everything in his home, inclurding the 
stove and most of the furniture. The 
last thing of any value, he sald, was a 
revolver. He took this Monday and 
started out, intending to pawn it if he 
could not find work. 

He made four Mnseccessful applica- 
tions for employment, he said, when he 
saw Miss Stille. The sight of the bills 
protruding from the bank book made 


him desperate, he declared, and he re-}- 


solved to snatch the money and try to 
escape. 


Captured After a Chase, 


Shields was captured on a street car! 


after an exciting chase, during which he 
had fired four shots from hig revolver 
at his pursuers. He resisted arrest and 
had to be taken by force. His injuries 
are not serious. 

Mrs. Minnie Weiss, a social worker at 
the hospital, sent for Mrs. Shields and 
the children and said she would have 
them taken to the Mothers’ and Chil- 
dren’s Home in St. Louis County.

Crime Was the Murder of Avis 
Linnell, a Choir Singer and 
His Fiancee.

BOSTON, May 21.—Clarence Virgil 
Thompson Richeson, formerly of St. 
Louis, was executed in the State 
Prisép at Charlestown at 12:10:02 
this morning for the murder of 
Avis Linnell, Oct. 14. He went to his 
death with the same fortitude and self- 
composure that he characterized the 
last three days on earth. He did not 
quail when he was called to walk to 
the deadly electric chair. As he sat in 
the instrument of death, he leaned his 
head backward and answered in a clear 
voice several questions asked of him 
by the Rev. Herbert S. Johnson, his 
spiritual adviser. 

Richeson had declared his will- 
ingness to die. He had told his com- 
forters during his last minutes that he 
was reconciled; that he had felt that 
he Was at peace with God, and that he 
had no apprehension for the hereafter. 

Executioner Abhors Task. 

That, from the electrical standpoint, 
the execution was a perfect success, is 
the statement of C. C. Currier, chief 
electrician at the Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital, who threw the switch. 

“If by my refusal to electrocute a 
man over here,” he said, “I knew I 
could abolish capital punishment I 
would never throw another switch in the 
death house.” 

Medical Ex. miner George B. McGrath, 
who saw this execution, said that it was 
technically perfect. 

William A. Morse, counsel for Riche- 
‘son, made the following statement: 

“He wished me to say to the world 
that he had paid his debt and that he 
was going to his God for a larger ser- 
vice of life; that he had failed here, 
and that he had suffered enough to 
know that he would be forgiven; that 
he was giad to go and thus be giver 
the opportunity for larger service in an- 
other world.” 

Because of curious morbid crowds 
that congregated outside the prison gate 
beside the doom house Warden Bridgés 
took the witnesses through the rotunda 
of the prison. As they entered the 
strains of a song met their ears and the 
following lines were distinguished: 

“For I know what e’re befall me 
Jesus doeth all things well.”’ 

With little delay Richeson was 
brought from his death cell at 12:08. 
As he passed from his last abode, he 
stood perfectly erect with his head 
thrown back. Even a smile was upon 
his lips as he turned to clasp the hands 
of Dr. Johnson, the Rev. Mr. Stebbins 
and Morse. Deputy Warden Allen asked 
if he were ready. 

‘Ready,”” responded Richeson in an 
even, quiet tone. 

Then with head stil) erect, with a 
firm tread and ‘ooking straight ahead, 
Richeson stalked forward. He walked 
along—unassisted. 

Ignores the Witnesses, 

Richeso did not look to the right nor 
left as he walked calmly into the death 
chamber. He did not waver, nor did 
his steady, even footsteps falter. Ap- 
parently he did not notice the presence 
of the witnesses. If he did, he displayed 
no feeling. 

As he seated himself he leaned back 
in the chair. »Then his eyes closed, as 
if he was ready to die—or to shut him- 
self out from the stare of those seated 
in front of him. 

Scarcely. had he seated himself and 
had cleared his throat than the Rev. 
Dr. Johnson stepped forward and asked 
a series of questions, all dealing with 
his prefession of Christ and his readi- 
ness to die. His answers were clear 
and concise. There was not the least 
suggestion of weakness in his voice. 
The last one, the one that seemed to 
bear a world of signifance, was: “Are 
you willing to die for Jesus’ sake?’ 
The reply, clear in enunciation and 
firmly spoken was: “I am willing to 
die’——.. The remainder of the sen- 
tence, if there was more to be said by 
the repentant sinner, was never uttered. 
That was at 12:10:02 and the 1900 volts 
killed Richeson. 

All Sign of Life Gone. 


After the physicians opened the white 
vest, the collar, tie and union under- 
garment, the stethoscope failed to re- 
veal any heart beat, and all accepted 
tests failed to denote a spark of life. 
William A. Morse and the Rev, Mr. 
Stebbins, who left the death house by 
the easterly entrance, were the first. of 
the witnesses to emerge, and as their 
automobile stopped at the prison gate, 
the great crowd in the little square 
rushed forward to learn if Richeson had 
been killed. Among the crowd were 
two women, members of the congrega- 
tion of the Immauel Baptist Church, 
Richeson’s last pastorate. They were 
driven back by the prison guard and 
the police. 

Douglas Richeson of Chicago, brother 
of Clarence V. T. Richeson, claimed 
the body of the executed man today. 
Before it could be turned over to rela- 
tives, it was necessary for Dr. George 
B. Magrath, medical examiner of Suf- 
folk County, to perform the autopsy re- 


quired by law.

“But in the face of these discouraging 
conditions, I intend to keep on giving the 
team my best.

AGAINST MAGKMEN 


Team Deserved to Trim Wash- 
ington in Series There, but 
Jinx Is Busy.

PHILADELPHIA, May 21.—Now for 
the world’s champions. The Brownies 
are here in the land ofeC.

pions of the American League and the 
world. 

His principal reason for being in the 
ruck is because his twirlers—always his 
long suit—have not pitched like the 
Benders, Coombs and Planks of old. 
The Athletics are hitting and flelding 
well, but like the Browns, Mack has not 
been fortunate in having air-tight work 
from his heavy men. 

Krause Now a Minor. 

Harry Krause, the young left-hander, 
who in 1910 set the American League on 
fire by winning 10 successive games only 
to be beaten in the eleventh by the 
Browns, is one of Mack’s twirlers who 
failed this season. In fact, Krause 
showed so little that he has been rele- 
gated to Topsy Hartsel and the Toledo 
(American Association) team. 

But the fact that the Athletics are not 
moving at top speed is not unwelcome 
news to the Brownies. They have to 
get started somewhere and it might as 
well be here. The St. Louis party came 
into Slumberland early this morning 
after a three-hour ride from Washing- 
ton. In that burg the count should have 
been 2—1 on the series in natu Mr. 
Wallace’s men. Instead it was*reversed, 
Only, however, because the breaks were 
against the Browns. Three twirlers 
were used. by Wallace and off the trio 
only seven hits and five runs were 
scored. Washington did not deserve 
that number of tallies, 

Browns Batter Walker. 

On the other hand, the St. Loufsans 
slammed Mr. Dixie Walker for ‘@n even dozen 
safeties, three being -triples and one a 
double, but only four tallies came this way.

BASEBALL SLAVES 
MAY REVIVE OLD 
PLAYERS: UNION 


Recent ‘‘Strike’’ of Tigers Recalls 
* Fact That Organization Is 
Still Alive. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 21.—M uch 
sympathy was expressed for Hughey 
Jennings. The popular manager of the 
Tigers was placed in,an unenviable po- 
sition by the mixup. Naturally, the 
owner of the club expected Jennings to 
do all he could for them, while the play- 
ers think Hughey should have stuck by 
them. It is known that several Amer- 
ican League men would like to. see 
things take.a turn by which Jennings 
would be forced out of the League. Jen- 
pings, naturally, was delighted with the 
outcome. \ 

“TI don’t want another experience like 
that of last Saturday,” said he. “I see 
I have been criticised by certain well- 
wishers of mine for not keeping’ the 
men in line and preventing the strike. 
The players took this move as One man. 
There was no leader and,-therefore, no 
one in particular for me to talk to.” 

Union Still Exists, 

There was considerable talk among 
the players regarding the forming of a 
vrotective association. The younger 
players were unaware of the fact that 
a protective association of professional 
baliplayers is still in existence. But the 
old-timers like Jennings, Jim McGuire, 
Joe Sugden and Jim Delahanty remem- 
ber the organization. They figure they 
are still members. This organization 
was formed in 1990 with Charles Zimmer 
of Cleveland, President; Hugh Jennings 
of Brooklyn, secretary; Dale Gear of 
Washington, treasurer, and Harry Tay- 
lor, now a circuit judge in Buffalo, who 
formerly played on the Louisville club, 
as general adviser. 

A petition to the National League mag: 
nates in session at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
New York, asking for certain concessions, 
was drawn up. Zimmer, Jennings and Jim- 
my Callahan, now manager of the White 
Sox, were appointed a committee to present 
the’ petition. They handed the paper to A. 
H. Soden of Boston, the dean of the League 
magnates, to present to the League. Soden 
took the paper, and the committee, reinforced 
by many other ballplayers, waited more or 
less patiently for three days, expecting to 
hear from the magnates. 

It was during this wait that the commit- 
tee, with Joe Kelley and Willie Keeler, then 
of Brooklyn; Bill Clark of Boston and Fred 
Clarke of Pittsburg, dined together one even- 
ing in the Fifth Avenue Hotel cafe. Each 
man sported a diamond ring and,pin. One 
of those who saw them remarked: 

“Slaves” Decked With Diamonds. - 

‘Look at the slaves, covered with dia- 
monds taking a sumptuous meal while their 
taekmasters, the magnates, are over at a 
Twenty-third street beanery wrestling with 
‘ham and’ and butter cakes.’’ 

He told the truth. 
magnates finally adjourned and the commit- 
tee had not heard a word in response to their 
question, Then they began to ask questions. 
The bland Mr. Soden was about to produce 
the paper. Putting his hand in his pocket 
and pulling out the documents, he said: ‘‘Is 
this it? Well, I forgot all about it.’’ That 
was all the eatisfaction the ‘‘slaves’’ got from 
the magnate. When the American League 
expanded in 1901, Ban Johnson urged his 
players to elect another president besides 
Zimmer. This was done, Tom Taylor of 
Brooklyn getting the job. 

Factions Split Union. 

‘*Red’’ Donahue, who formerly pitched for 
St. Louis, New York, Philadelphia, Cleve- 
land and Detroit, was expected to be treasur- 
er. The two factions split at a meeting in 
Cleveland that year and the association has 
never met since, 

“If we ever have another organization,”’ 
said Jim Delahanty today, ‘‘you can bet we 
will have a president who is not connected 
with either league. I would suggest Dave 
Fultz as the right man for the place.”’
